NAZI FLAG, GAUSE 
RIOT IN NEW YORK 


2000 Communists Fight 
Police After Bremen’s 
Banner Is Torn Off and 


Thrown in River. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—Commu- 
nists tore the German flag, with the 
Nazi swastika on it, from the bow 
of the liner Bremen early today 
anc threw it into the Hudson. This 
precipitated a fight between about 
2000 of the Communists and sym- 
pathizers and 375 policemen. One 
man was shot, two policemen were 
severely injured and many per- 
sons were cut and bruised in the 


melee. 
Most of the fighting took place 
in the street in front of the pier 


from wich the Bremen sailed, half 
an hour late, at 12:30 a. m. 

The ricters later choked the street 
in front of the West Forty-seventh 
street station, where they demanded 
release of those arrested in the 
fighting. This demonstration led 
to a second riot in which many citi- 
zens of the neighborhood, roused 
from their slumbers, joined the 
police. 

The householders poured buckets 
of water on the rioters from up- 
stairs windows. The Communists 
chanted: “Free the arrested sea- 
men!” The citizens threw house- 
hold articles and other missiles at 
them in the street. 


Police Reserves Called. 


Reserve policemen, summoned 
from their beds, charged with night- 
sticks and blackjacks. The Com- 
munists fled to shelter in door- 
ways. 

The Communists massed on the 
river front between West Forty- 
fourth street and West Forty-sixth 
street half an hour before the Bre- 
men was scheduled to sail. They 
sang the Internationale and shout- 
ed “down with Hitler!” 

In the street, 150 uniformed pa- 
trolmen, 100 detectives and 25 
mounted policemen tried to main- 
tain order and see that only per- 
sons with credentials boarded the 
liner, 

Then three Communists appeared 
on the bow of the boat, which was 
nosed toward the street. A united 
cheer from the street warned the 
police, but too late. Before sea- 
men or members of the police squad 
or the boat could reach them, the 
three had torn down the German 
flag and thrown it into the river. 
The tide carried it quickly sea- 
ward, Sailors put out in a small 
boat to retrieve it. 

Two Shots Fired. 


Two shots were fired as police 
reached the three men. One of the 
shots hit a man who said he was 
Edward Drollette, 34 years old, no 
home. He is held a prisoner in 
Bellevue Hospital. 

Detective Matthew Solomon lost 
his revolver and his billy, too, and 
was severely beaten. 

Either the flag .hat had been 
heuled down, or another one, was 
later run up on the Bremen with 
eleborate ceremony and salutes and 
songs in praise of der Fuehrer. 
From the street, jeers were heard 
and fighting went on. 

Few of the liner’s 1300 passen- 
gers were aware of the riot. 


Prisoners’ Varied Accounts. 

Four of the prisoners arrested on 
the ship appeared in police lineup 
today and gave varied accounts of 
their activities and reasons for 
their presence on the boat, 

All were charged with felonious 
assault, but denied having had a 
part in the riot. In addition they 
were accused of acting with Arthur 
Blair and Brollette, the latter be- 
ing charged with assaulting a de- 
tective with a blunt instrument.

AIM IS TO RID REICH 
OF MOSAIC TOUCHES 


Head of Culture Chamber 
to Eliminate Semitic In- 
fluence From German 
Arts and Sciences. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 27.—Count Wolf 
von Helldorf, Nazi police chief of 
Berlin, announced today that the 
State would conduct its fight 
against the Jews and that indi- 
vidual actions were “forbidden.” 

Von Helldorf's announcement 
gave no indication of the measures 
the Nazis planned in continuing 
their anti-Semitic campaign except 


that it would be conducted in “an- 
other way.” 

In a degree which the police chief 
issued “in agreement with the party 
officers,” he said: “The fact has 
been recentiy ascertained that in a 
few cases (Nazi) party members 
have allowed themselves to be led 
astray by provocateurs to partici- 
pate in anti-Semitic demonstra- 
tions.” 

Meanwhile, Jews discussed with 
concern the activities of Hans 
Hinkel and Julius Streicher, Hin- 
kel has been appointed chief of the 
Reich culture chamber, his an- 
nounced purpose to rid German art 
of all Mosaic influence. Streicher, 
anti-Semitic publisher, was hailed 
in Munich last night as the “savior 
of the German soul.” He pressed 
for a resolution against the Jews, 

Another Vatican Protest. 

Catholics heard that a second 
note from the Vatican had been 
delivered to the Reich. This was 
vigorously denied by the Ministry 
of Propaganda, but Catholics insist 
Mgr. Cesare Orsenigo, Papal Nun- 
cio, handed the Foreign Office a 
communication, 

Hinkel, 34 years old, was named 
dictator of Reich art by Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, Minister of Propa- 
ganda, Nothing definite has been 
announced on how Hinkel proposes 
to carry out Goebbels’ instructions 
to eliminate Jewish influence, ex- 
cept that he is expected to scruti- 
nize closely art, science and the 
stage, especially motion pictures. 

One of the most persistent re- 
ports is that Streicher will be made 
a super “gauleitter,” or party dis- 
trict leader, with authority to push 
his anti-Semitic program as he 
deems fit. 

Dr. Frick Under Fire. 

The reports also indicate the re- 
placement of Dr. Wilhelm Frick as 
Minister of the Interior, with Hein- 
rich Himmler, head of the secret 
police. Frick is regarded as too 
conservative in a post made to or- 
der for the anti-Catholic, anti- 
church, anti-Steel Helmet Himmler. 

Behind all these efforts to place 
extreme Nazis in strategic control 
is said to be Goebbels, at whose 
summer residence at Heligendamm 
on the Baltic a conference was held 
recently to plan these and other 
changes. 

In his Munich address last night, 
Streicher was accepted as a man 
“unspoiled by education,” as he re- 
counted the Jews’ destructive influ- 
ence on Aryan circles. 

“If there is still salvation 
Aryanism,” he said, “it 
through the German people.” 

Secret police at Freiburg seized 
the current edition of “St: Konrad’s 
Blatt,” in which Archbishop Conrad 
Greiber recently marshaled argu- 
ments against the dissolution of the 
Catholic youth organizations. 

The Merkenfritz City Council an- 
nounced yesterday: 

Must Not Shelter Jews. 

“Whoever as a German and a 
fellow citizen of Merkenfritz, does 
any business with Jews, shelters 
one, flirts with one, is a traitor to 
the German people and its Fuehrer, 
in this municipality can obtain no 
business and receive no municipal 
contracts.” 

Berlin Jews said the list of places 
closed to them had grown so long 
they had no place to go. Nazis de- 
nied this. 

La Guardia Denounced as Jew. 

A warning that the Reich will not 
permit “humiliation” was addressed 
to Mayor La Guardia of New Jork 
by Der Angriff, organ of Dr. Goeb- 
bels. 

In an editorial, Der Angriff de- 
nounced “New York’s Jewish May- 
or” as a “provocateur” for his ruil 
ing denying a masseur’s permit to 
a German citizen because of alleged 
discriminations against Jewish- 
Americans in the Reich.

Gerald Thompson Says He 
Was Tricked Into Signing 
Statement in Mildred 
Hallmark Killing. 


DOCUMENT COVERS 
SERIES OF ATTACKS 


He Declares Officers Pic- 
tured Possibility of His 
Being Taken From Jail 
and Hanged. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEORIA, IIl., July 27.—The state- 
ment that Gerald Thompson, 25 
years old, signed for Peoria police, 


confessing that he attacked and 
killed Mildred Hallmark, 19, the 
night of June 16 was admitted .n 
evidence by Judge Joseph Bailey 
today at Thompson’s trial for mur- 
der. 

The prosecutor began reading the 
confession to the jury. Police offi- 
cers have said it disclosed attacks 
by Thompson on 16 other girls and 
attempted attacks on 64 more. 

In the confession Thompson told 
of inducing Miss Hallmark to enter 
his automobile on the pretext of 
taking her home. He said he had 
never met her before. 

He drove past her home and into 
Springdale Cemetery, where he 
parked his car and “tried to pet 
her.” 

“After I threatened her she got 
in the back seat,” the confession 
said. “I choked her to keep her 
from screaming and she bit me on 
the left thumb. Then I hit her on 
the jaw.” He attacked her, the con- 
fession continued, and later threw 
her unconscious form in a ditch, 
where she was found dead the next 
morning. 

“I got back in the car, drove home 
and went to bed,” the confession 
read, 

He was accustomed to keeping a 
diary in which he recorded his at- 
tacks, according to the confession, 
but did not make a record of this 
one because he was “afraid to.” 

Charges He Was Tricked. 

Taking the witness stand for 
questioning in the absence of the 
jury, regarding the circumstances 
under which he signed the confes- 
sion, Thompson charged he had 
been tricked into believing he 
would be let off with a life term. 

He did not repudiate the confes- 
sion, however, admitting he had 
read it before signing, and recall- 
ing he had told police freely about 
“all those attacks.” 

Thompson said he had been ar- 
rested in the early morning. He 
had had nothing to eat, he told 
the court. 

“They (the police) questioned me 
about girls in my diary,” he said, 
“and I admitted the attacks on 
them but I denied having picked 
up Miss Hallmark. 

“The police told me, ‘we can get 
you two or three consecutive sen- 
tences on these charges, but if you 
confess to this you'll only get one 
sentence.’” 

Testifying calmly, and address- 
ing himself to the Judge, the de- 
fendant said detectives told him: 
“You know, Jerry, if we book you 
on a murder charge this jail won't 
be strong enough to hold you. 

“How would your poor old grand- 
mother like to see you hanging to 
a tree?” 

Prosecutor Questions Him. 

Thompson was questioned by Ed- 
win V. Champion, State’s Attorney. 

“What promise did I make you?” 
Champion asked Thompson. 

“Well, murder was hardly ever 
mentioned,” the defendant an- 
swered. “I was under the impres- 
sion I was going to get life for all 
these attacks—and the pictures, and 
I wanted to clear up this case.” 

“Didn't I inform you you had 
been accused of Mildred’s murder?” 
“Yes.” 

“And didn’t I ask you before you 
signed if you had been beaten, and 
didn’t you tell me you _ hadn't.” 
“Yes.” 

“And didn’t you have lunch Fri- 
day while you were being ques- 
tioned?” “No, I had nothing from 
about 7:30 Thursday night until 
about 6 Friday night.”

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COMMUNISTS CHEER 
SPEECH AGAINST JAPAN 


Chinese Red Army Emissary 
Addresses International 
Convention at Moscow. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOSCOW, July 27.—Delegates of 
50 countries at the seventh Com- 
munist internationale broke into 
cheers today at a denunciation of 
“Japanese imperialism” by a rep- 
resentative of the Chinese Red 
army. The Chinese, Chow Ho Sing, 
shouted from the speakers’ plat- 
form: 

“Four hundred million Chinese 
will not be serfs.” 

Attacking “Japanese imperalism,” 
Chow Ho Sing, who says he is an 
emissary of an army that lacks 
food, clothing and munitions but 
has the support of the people, called 
the Nanking Government of Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek one of “shame 
and treason.” He pictured the Red 
army as the only hope of _ the 
Chinese people against invaders 
and Chinese militarists who are 
“selling out the country to for- 
eigners,” 

Chow was followed on the ros- 
trum by Nina Kamneva, woman 
parachute jumper, who declared 


heroism is a “quality inspired by 
Joseph Stalin.” 

William Pieck of Germany re- 
ported in behalf of the comintern’s 
(third internationale) executive 
committee that “great class battles 
are approaching.” He _ said _ the 
“organization of Fascist hordes and 
the frantic arming for a new war” 
is bound to stir the workers to ac- 
tion.

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HUMAN CANNONBALL’

Shot Into Air at Ocean Park,

“human cannonball,” shot 125 feet 
out into the ocean from the Ocean 
Park pier, was killed yesterday 
when he struck the water and sank 
before a boat could pick him up.

Mussolini’s Government

Dispute.

GENEVA, July 27. — League of 
Nations officials announced today 
that the Secretariat, after a con- 
sultation with Maxim Litvinoff of 
Russia, president of the Council, 
had decided to convoke an extraor- 
dinary session of the Council next 
Wednesday to deal with the Italian- 
Ethiopian dispute. 

These officials said that Italy, 
in replying to a query as to what 
date was acceptable for the session, 


refrained from stating definitely 
whether its representatives would 
attend the session, merely express 
ing indifference as to the date. 

(Rome dispatches, evidently ex- 
pressing the official position, said 
the Italian Government had _tele- 
graphed the League expressing 
Italy’s willingness. to attend the 
Council session with the provision 
that the Council limit its discus- 
sions to ways and means of for 
warding the work of the Italian- 
Ethiopian Conciliations Commis- 
sion.) 

The League version of the reply 
was that Italy was awaiting a re- 
sponse from Ethiopia to the last 
Italian note in which Rome urged 
Addis Ababa not to insist on dis- 
cussions of territorial questions dur- 
ing the arbitration proceedings. 

League circles this afternoon had 
the impression that Italy would in- 
sist on restriction of the Council's 
activities to questions of concilia-~ 
tion and probably would oppose 
any broad investigation of the dis- 


pute, 


Italy’s Telegram to League’s Secre- 
tary-General. 
By the Associated Press, 

ROME, July 27.—The Italian Gove 
ernment telegraphed today to Jo- 
seph A. C. Avenol, secretary-general 
of the League of Nations, saying 
that Italy is willing to attend the 
forthcoming meeting of the League 
Council provided the Council limit 
its discussions to ways and means 
of forwarding the work of the 
Italian-Ethiopian conciliations com- 
mission: but if the Council desires 
to enlarge its discussions beyond 
this limitation, the Italian Govern- 
ment reserves to itself the right 
to take whatever steps it may deem 
necessary. 

Avenol had wired nations on the 
Council asking them to state wheth- 
er they preferred next Wednesday 
or Thursday for the Council meet- 
ing. 
Observers here said Italy had tied 
the hands of the League by its note. 
The move was viewed as throwing 
cold water on any hope that the 
League would be able to effect a 
peaceful solution of the contro- 


versy. 


Text of Telegram. 


The text of the telegram to Avé- 
nol reads: 

“By telegram July 25 the Italian 
government had the honor to in- 
form the Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations of. haying ad- 
dressed on July 7 and July 23 two 
communications to the Ethiopian 
government. 

“1. To confirm the intention of 
Italy to resume the labors of the 
Conciliation and Arbitration Com- 
mission with regard to the incident 
at Ualual and following incidents 
on the well understood condition 
that such labors remain within the 
limits of compromise established 
between the two parties. 

(The incident at Ualual involved 
the clash of Italian native Somali- 
land troops and Ethiopians in a

opian government officially become 
known, the Italian government will 
not have any difficulty in participat- 
ing in the session of the council, the 
date for which the president of the

Eritrea Under Martial Law. 

It is learned that Italy’s East 
African colony of Eritrea is under 
martial law. Martial law was or- 
dered at Asmara by high Commis- 
sioner General Emilio de Bono. In 
order to enforce this law he cre- 
ated a special tribunal with head- 
quarters in Asmara which will try 
all cases “against the state” as well 
as those of a criminal nature. 
Advices from Asmara said the 
court proceedings and the judgment 
would be “applied under the mili- 
tary penal code.” 

Informed circles here interpreted 
the developments as another prep- 
aration for war. 

The cost of the Ethiopian cam- 
paign has been estimated by neutral 
observers at about 10,000,000,000 
lire, or about $825,000,000. Up to 
July 1, with the preparations only 
half completed and with no fight- 
ing begun, more than 1,000,000,000 
lire have been spent. 

Press Again Attacks 
Meanwhile the Italian press con- 
tinued its attacks on the League. 
Premier Mussolini’s newspaper 
Popolo d'Italia of Milan delivered 
a bitter attack on “a League of Na- 
tions which would give a hearing 
to a slave state—Ethiopia.” 

The editorial said: “We shall see 
that in the name of civilization and 
peace some man-eating chief wil] 
rise to defend the venerable insti- 
tute <t Geneva. 

“We have foreseen what is hap- 
pening today. A country which has 
not been able to select among its 
citizens even two members to be 
part of an arbitration commission 
(an American and a Frenchman 
represented Ethiopia in the recent 
abortive conciliation conference in 
the Netherlands) a country where 
slavery prevails, rise by virtue of 
being a member of the League and 
by virtue of the covenant and cry 
out against a nation like Italy.” 


Britain Urged to Close Suez Canal 
to Italian Warships. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 27.—Closing of the 
Suez Canal to Italian warships is 
urged by the London Law Times. 
The canal is the key factor in 
Premier Mussolini’s long-heralded 
campaign against Ethiopia since its 
closing would force Italy’s warships 
to go clear around Africa to reach 
Eritrea or Italian Somaliland. The 
canal is bound by the nine-power 
treaty of 1888 to remain open to 
traffic “in time of war as well as 
in time of peace to the warships 
and merchant vessels of all na- 
tions,” but the Law Times 
Italy cannot expect the treaty to be 
observed and at the same time itself 
violate not one but four treaties— 
the 1906 tri-partite agreement, the 
Kellogg-Briand peace pact, the 
League of Nations covenant and 
the 1928 treaty of friendship with 
Ethiopia. 7

“We hazard no prediction,” they 
said, “as to whether the United 
States will come into, or come near- 
er to the League in the near future. 
But we predict with some confi- 
dence that, unless the League’s prin- 
ciples are inexcusably deserted by 
the league’s members, American 
association with the League's col- 
lective peace system will in time be- 
come closer, not looser.” 


Ethiopia King Again Says He 
Wants Peaceful Settlement. 
By the Associated Press. 
ADDIS ABABA, July 27.—Empe- 


ror Haile Selassie again declared 
Ethiopia’s desire for a peaceful set- 
tlement of the dispute with Italy 
in a written statement today. He 


said Ethiopia confidently awaited a 
decision of the League of Nations. 

He said it was up to the League 
to decide whether one member 
could violate the territorial integ- 
rity of another. 

The statement: 

“On the occasion of the assembly 
of the Council we declare we are 
seeking a peaceful settlement, 

“The essential basis of the dispute 
is in the interpretation of the 
Italian-Ethiopian treaty of 1908 re- 
ferring to the Somaliland frontiers, 
The Covenant of the League con- 
A 
dispute over the interpretation of 
the treaty. 

“Italy and Ethiopia are members 
of the League. Besides, we have a 
friendship treaty of 1928. Conse- 
quently arbitration must settle the 
quarrel, 

“Italy makes arbitration impos- 
sible because she desires to exclude 
the frontier treaty and she design- 
nated two Italians as arbitrators 
while the Ethiopian arbitrators 
were neutral personalities, 

“Thus peaceful and impartial set- 
tlement has been made impossible 
by Italy which declares now that 
it desires the conquest of our coun- 
try and sends armed troops. 

“Today’s duty of the League is 
to watch respect of pacts and 
treaties and the maintenance of 
peace.” 

He declared that Ethiopia “in 
spite of the violation of its terri- 
tory by Italian troops,” was doing 
its utmost for a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

“We confidently await the 
League’s decision,” he concluded. 


British Say Clash Mentioned in 
Italy Occurred Three Years Ago.

LONDON, July 27.—The Foreign 
Office said today that an incident 
between British troops and Ethi- 
opians in which some British sol- 
diers were killed, reported by the 
Italian press yesterday as having 
taken place in June, really occurred 
three years ago.

Communications Commis- 
sion Counsels Employes 
to Avoid Suspicion of 


Impropriety.

WASHINGTON, July 27. — The 
Communications Commission today 
warned all employes participating 
in its investigation of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. not to 
accept any favors or gifts from 
company officials or employes. 

In a general order, Chairman 
Walker of the commission’s tele- 


the utmost importance that persons 
engaged in the telephone investiga- 
tion, including that of the manufac- 
turing and other subsidiary com- 
panies, so conduct themselves at all 
times as to avoid suspicion of im- 
propriety, lack of diligence or im- 
proper attitude toward the work in 
which they are engaged.” 

The order continued: “To this 
end, all persons engaged in the tele- 
phone investigation must be cau- 
tioned against conduct which may 
be prejudicial to the investigation. 

“The acceptance of favors or 
gifts from company officials or em- 
ployes must be strictly prohibited. 
Luncheon, theater, golf or club en- 
gagements, or introductions’ to 
clubs or places of amusement, ex- 
tended as favors from company 
sources, should be courteously de- 
clined. 

“Financial relations with the com- 
pany, its officials or employes, in- 
cluding loans of money, cashing of 
checks, etc., must likewise be 
strictly prohibited.”

“I have never given nor instigat- 
ed the giving to Mr. Patton of any- 
thing of any kind except the box 
of cigars given him by my son,” 
Carpenter said. 

He said he and his family were 
away on a motor trip on the date 
mentioned by Sellers, “and none of 
us saw Mr, Patton at any time on 
that day.”

Scaffa had offered no defense, on 
the contention the Government had 
failed to establish a case. 

Originally there were six counts 
of perjury against him, but two 
were dismissed Thursday as imma- 
terial and the jury acauitted him 
on another. 

“Protection of Racketeers.” 


At the trial, which began Mon- 
day, Scaffa was accused by As- 
sistant United States Attorney J. 
Howard Carter of: having lied in 
his grand jury testimony to “pro- 
tect New York racketeers,” who, he 
contended, were back of the rob- 
bery of Mrs. Bell. 

Mrs. Bell was held up by two 
masked men who invaded her hotel 
room in Coral Gables, Fla., last Jan. 
26. Her jewelry was returned to 
her on March 19 by Miami police, 
and two men, Nicholas Montone 
and Charles Cali, subsequently were 
arrested and convicted of the rob- 
bery. 

Eugene Bryant, who was Chief 
of Detectives at Miami Beach, Fla., 
at the time, testified that Scaffa 
handed him a key to a locker in 
a Miami bus depot on March 18, 
and that when he opened the locker 
he found the jewels. 

Henry L. Glidden, American rep- 
resentative of Lloyds of London, 
which had insured the jewels and 
had retained Scaffa to find them, 
testified Scaffa had recovered them 
as early as March 6, however, and 
had taken them to his (Glidden’s) 
New York apartment. 

“Big Shot Among Police.” 


“Return of the jewelry in Flor- 
ida was planned by Scaffa,” Car- 
ter said, “to make himself a big 
shot among the Florida police, and 
by returning the jewels in Florida 
he would keep the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation out of it.” 

Scaffa also was interested in ob- 
taining leniency for Montone, Car- 
ter said, and distributed part of the 
$50,000 he is said to have received 
from Glidden among the Florida 
officials. The Government charged 
he kept $11,500 in addition to his 
$2500 fee. 

In asking for a verdict of ac- 
quittal, George Z. Medalie, counsel 
for Scaffa, declared the detective 
was a victim of “police enmity” and 
“professional jealousy,” brought be- 
fore the bar because he had suc- 
ceeded where the police and Fed- 
eral agents had failed. 

By its verdict, the jury decided 
Scaffa testified falsely when he 
said he did not know who placed 
the jewelry in the locker, when he 
said he had not seen the jewelry 
before March 18, and when he said 
he did not know where the jewelry 
had been between the date of the 
robb¢ry and March 18. 

He was acquitted on a charge 
that he testified falsely when he 
said he did not recognize the voice 
of the man who called him on the 
telephone in Miami and arranged 
to give him the locker key. 

Still pending is an indictment 
charging conspiracy and violation 
of the national stolen property act, 
which prohibits the transportation 
of stolen property across state lines, 


WOMEN MAUL MEAT BUYERS 
IN FIGHT FOR LOWER PRICES 


Detroit Pickets Snatch Packages 
From Customers on Way From 
Food Shops.

DETROIT, July 27.—Housewives 
demanding a reduction in meat 
prices brought the meat trade al- 
most to a halt in Hamtramck today 


after numerous customers who at- 
tempted to go through their picket 
lines had been roughly handled and 
their packages snatched away. 

“We haven't dusted off our rolling 
pins—yet,” said Miss Mary Zuk, 
leader of the demonstration, “but if 
we don’t get what we want, watch 
out.”

ABOARD THE SALVAGE SHIP 
ORPHIR, July 27.—Again we are 
off the Old Head of Kinsale. We 
returned yesterday to the spot 
where Capt. Russell, through his 
graph, had caught vague sight of 
the mast and dim silhouette of a 
vessel, giving rise to the hope that 
we had found the wreck of the 
Lusitania, 

Through his range-finder, Capt. 
Russell peered eagerly toward shore 
eight miles and a half away, to 
catch the point on which he had 
taken his position 24 hours before. 
The sea was calm. 

The order to stop the engines 
and drop anchor came from the 
control room. His position fixed, 
Capt. Russell turned his eye on the 
graph, bringing it to focus on the 
ocean bed beneath him. Thursday 
the turbulent water, heaving the 
Orphir in a vertical plane as much 
as 40 feet in a single thrust, had 
made focusing difficult. Yesterday 
the calm sea offered no resistance 
to the penetration of the lenses. 


: Only Another Hulk. 

The dim outline loomed more clear 
on the glass. The tall mast seemed 
almost to scratch the glass. Anx- 
iously we searched for the Lusi- 
tania’s four funnels, the sharply 
graceful prow and the bulging 
stern, but as the object became more 
clear we could see it had no stacks, 
that it was a narrow sailing ship 
about 300 feet long in contrast to 
the 785-foot Cunarder. 

I watched the Captain’s face as 
the realization dawned upon us all 
that the vessel we had believed to 
be the Lusitania was only another 
hulk on the sands of yesterday. 

The Lusitania may be found to- 
morrow, next week, next month. 
What matters is that it will be 
found. 

All aboard are absolutely confi- 
dent. The feeling is contagious. 
I had a long talk with Chief Offi- 
cer Albert Arthur Bestic about ‘t. 
He agrees that we may run upon 
many false trails and a lot of blind 
alleys before we sight the I, 1si- 
tania, but with the equipment we 
have we can hardly fail. 

Bestic is one of the most capable 


men on the salvage expedition and 
is the chief consultant of Capt. 
Russell. Dublin-born, he ran away 
to sea when a boy. He joined a 
cargo steamer carrying fuel to 
the west coast of Africa. After 
his apprenticeship he won. rapid 
promotion, culminating in his ap- 
pointment as third officer on the 
Lusitania in 1915. It was his first 
big ship, but his first trip abroad 
was to be her last. 
Relates Story of Sinking. 

Relating the story of the «ink- 
ing, he told me that he had just 
left the bridge and was ‘n his 
cabin when the torpedo struck the 
engines between the secoud and 
third funnel. He dashed to the 
bridge. Capt. Turner. ordered 
“boat stations.” 

“We started getting the boats 
out,” said Bestic. “I saw the wa- 
ter coming over the bridge. The 
Lusitania started ‘sliding in.’

Any 
alien who commits a felony dur- 
ing the first five years after his 
entry into the United States,also 
may be deported, and any alien who 
commits two felonies may be de- 
ported regardless of how long he 
has resided here. 

Convicts from Mexico and Canada 
will not be deported, as the Jus- 
tice Department concluded. they 
could recross the border into this 
country.

THE TAX PROPOSALS. 

It is obvious from the character of the tax pro- 
posals tentatively agreed upon by the Democratic 
members of the House Ways and Means Committee 
that they had uo stomach for the job.

R. BARTLETT, agricultural econo- 

mist of the University of Llinois, re- 
cently completed an objective scientific 
study of the local milk market, which 
involved months of careful study. Since 
this study was admittedly disinterested, 
the findings have weight and importance 
to local milk consumers. The following 
is quoted from Dr. Bartlett's research: 

“Low store prices in Boston and New 

- York, and low wagon prices in Minneapo- 
lis, have caused high milk consumption. 
In St. Louis, low incomes and high milk 
prices have caused low sales.” The sur- 
vey then proves conclusively that of 14 

_major cities with a population over 500,- 

- 000, St. Louis has the lowest per capita 
consumption, whereas the three cities 

n, Minneapolis and New 

- ‘York—have the highest consumption be- 
cause of better store and wagon prices. 

Three things are necessary in the local 
milk market to safeguard the health of 
St. Louis milk consumers and increase 
consumption: the milk must be pure and 
of the highest possible quality; the price 
must be fair to consumers; newspaper ad- 
vertising may be used to call attention 
to a pure product at a fair price. 

Local milk dealers are now engaged 
fn an advertising campaign to increase 
milk sales and consumption. Advertis- 
ing, however, cannot achieve miracles or 
the impossible. For example, in the last 
two months, the price to dealers of cream 

 Ihas decreased 4 cents a quart, but most 
consumers are still paying 14 cents a 
half-pint for cream, delivered. Why has 
‘not this saving to dealers been passed 
on to consumers?

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BRITAIN KEEPS A SECRET. 

Spy fever produces some weird symptoms over 
the world, but none has come to light that rivals the 
recent tremors of the supposedly calm and staid 
British Government. Some letters were to be sold 
at auction, but before the bidding could begin, a 
Foreign Office official seized them, with the explan- 
ation that they disclosed secrets of British espion- 
age. This seems just a bit Over-cautious, since the 
letters were exchanged between Lord Nelson and 
the Duke of Wellington, and referred to the spying 
done around the time of Waterloo, some 120 years 
back. 

British secrets stay kept, it seems; there is no 
“now it can be told” nonsense about them. A record 
official, interviewed by the London Daily Telegraph, 
says he is under orders to keep prying eyes away 
from records of the French and Indian wars deal- 
ing with the use of Indian agents. Even if all par- 
ticipants have been dead a century or more, his- 
torical researchers get no incriminating evidence 
from the Government. 

It is fortunate for his fame that Nathan Hale 
fought on the American and not the British side of 
the Revolution. Instead of being a national hero, 
with his picture on postage stamps and monuments 
in his honor here and there, he would be a personage 
more mysterious than the Man in the Iron Mask.

Doing Something for Youth 
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Sederal program for aiding 3,000,000 young men and women, victims of depression, 
will be undertaken slowly and constructively, says Josephine Roche, in charge of 
work; will call on young people themselves to help draft and execute plans; hopes 
to do more than furnish relief, but to seek permanent solution of problem

WASHINGTON. 

HOUSANDS of pathetically stimulating 
fi letters have passed across the desk of 

Miss Josephine Roche since President 
Roosevelt named her as executive chairman 
of the National Y6uth Administration. To 
the blue-eyed, prematurely gray-haired As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, who is 
economist, philanthropist and coal magnate, 
these letters epitomize the yearning of youth 
for half a chance at happiness. 

They express the desires of thwarted boys 
and girls, of young men and young women, 
for a heritage of work or education. They 
demand, sometimes imperiously, what they 
deem to be basic and primary needs. 

With her work still in the early stage of 
organization, Miss Roche declines to frame 
a definite program for mobilization f public 
and private agencies which may contribute 
to solution of youth’s grave problems. Al- 
though she has certain broad views, she 
feels that premature announcement of a set- 
tled policy at this time would jeopardize 
complete success. For one thing, she insists 
that young people shall participate actively 
in the formulation and execution of any 
plan intended to benefit them. Otherwise, 
she believes, they would view the Govern- 
ment’s efforts on their behalf as a “hu- 
manitarian hand-out.” 


“Youth's problems,” aid Miss Roche, “can- 
not be documented. Nor can they be con- 
sidered apart from all the other social and 
economic problems which beset us today. 
As they are met, so will youth’s be. It would 
be a yreat mistake to try to treat the diffi- 
culties of our young people as something 
separate from others which confront the 
nation in every field. 

“It is true that, in a sense, they seem more 
tragic and more appealing,’ she went on. 
“Their effects may be more serious and 
more lasting. As Grace Abbott points out, 
children suffering from malnutrition in their 
early years can never make up through 
future nourishment. So it is with young- 
sters lacking jobs and education on the 
threshold of life. They suffer from social 
malnutrition, and if this state is prolonged, 
they cannot fully recover. They lose hope. 

“We will proceed slowly, conservatively, 
constructively. We will point the way, I 
hope, for permanent handling of this prob- 
lem. Our efforts will not be worth while if 
we simply furnish old-fashioned relief. Other 
agencies are doing that, and doing it well. 
Our problem, as I see it, is to build a 
bridge over which youth may cross from 
despair to hope. How we shall accomplish 
that is still a question—a question of meth- 
od. It can be done, however, especially in 
view of the generous offers of help we have 
received since the President announced his 
plan and placed $50,000,000 at our disposai.” 

Miss Roche expressed the hope that the 
aid of labor, industry and _ educational 
agencies might he enlistea. “I find,” she 
said, “that many organizations, some con- 
sisting of young people themselves, have 
been studying this problem. We shall con- 
sult them; we shall give them an important 
part in the task of working out their own 
salvation. For some we shall try to find 
work for which they are fitted. Others we 
shall try to keep in school, Then there are 


| 


many now working who mey want an oppor- 
tunity to pursue certain studies cut short by 
the depression. The problems facing us are 
individual as well as national. 

“This movement on behalf of American 
youth is too fateful to the nation’s future 
to be rushed into headlong. People must be 
patient. There are many letters on my desk 
from students and parents who expect that 
they ,will receive funds to help them by the 
next mail. That is obviously impossible, 
even if desirable. What we seek is to build 
so truly and solidly that we may furnish a 
permanent social foundation for the strug- 
gling, striving youth of America.” 

From the pile of letters on her desk, Miss 
Roche extracted one at random. It hap- 
pened to be from a young girl who, ironically, 
was voted “the most likely to succeed” by a 
recent graduating class at a large Eastern 
university. 

“Youth must work or else there is rest- 
lessness or radicalism,” ran the letter. “We 
are taught in our colleges that there are 
few jobs for us. But we are so terribly 
idealistic, so tragically cocksure. We think: 
‘With me it will be different.’ And when it 
is not, our ambitions become drugged, be- 
come lost. Our colleges, our schools of 
higher education, are afraid to teach us 
hope and faith, and so they help to make 
miserable failures of us all. That cannot 
be—not if our country is to keep reaching 
for higher goals—not if we are to become 
leaders and followers.” 


An educator in a large city sees youth’s 
problem through an elder’s eyes. He pities 
the parents whose self-denial for the sake 
of their children brings only disillusionment. 

“As secretary of the board of education,” 
he writes, “a great chill comes over me when 
I sign the diplomas of girls and boys grad- 
uating from high school with nothing to 
do, with no place for them to fit in. Parents 
slave and scrimp to keep their children in 
school, going without food and clothes some- 
times, but when the day arrives for the 
youngsters to pitch in and help, there is no 
work for them.” 

“When you read letters like these,” she 
suggests, “you begin to understand only too 
well the problems of youth.” 

Some letters, however, fill her with hope. 
They offer help in finding jobs, in training 
graduates, in providing inexpensive educa- 
tional opportunities. A watchmaker in New 
Jersey will teach his trade to 50 youngsters 
who exhibit a desire and aptitude for that 
kind of work. A national chemical society 
will train several thousand in its labora- 
tories. Private schools, business colleges, 
summer camps—all promise to co-operate. 

Social agencies will be glad to turn over 
to Miss Roche the studies which they have 
made of the experiences of out-of-work 
graduates. Educators suggest the establish- 
ment of so many Antiochs, where students 
may work one week and study the next 
There ia a vast body of literature on the 
subject of frustrated youth, although it is 
limited in scope. Youth has not been en- 
tirely forgotten. To evolve a plan for the 
employment and education of 3,000,000 
voungsters hetween the ages of 1@ and 25 
on the basis of these and other suggestions 
will be Miss Roche's imme tate task,

HE Hitlerites are once more lashing out 

furiously in all directions. Opposition 
groups, whether real or only suspected, are 
again being made to feel the weight of the 
menacing and curiously medieval hatred of 
the Nazis. Scenes like those witnessed i 
1933 are being repeated on the streets of 
Berlin, Munich and other cities. And a 
though nothing resembling the “blood 
purge” of June 30, 1934, has occurred 
American correspondents in Berlin ' 
that that, too, may yet come. 

The despised Marxians having been wiped 
out, or at least driven to cover, the Nazis 
are turning upon the Catholic churches, 
Protestant organizations and the Jews as 
the objects of their hatred. Most ominous 
is the notice that the Storm Troopers are 
to be given an active part in “purging” Ber 
lin of “traitors” and “reactionary” elements 
As in 1933, they are to be given “the freedom 
of the streets” to deal with “enemies” of 
Nazi regime as they see fit. 

What is the meaning of all this sudde 
fury? What is really happening behind tht 
scenes in Germany? Even among men # 
fanatical as the Nazis, situations of this sor 
do not arise without cause. If things wer 
going well in Germany, there would be litt 
likelihood of outbursts such as those wit 
nessed during the last few days. Humal 
nature simply does not react in that way. 
The Nazis themselves would not be disposed 
to disturb public peace and order if events 
were moving in a way to satisfy them. 

John Elliott, Berlin correspondent of the 
New York Herald Tribune, has doubtless 
touched the real answer in his assertion 
that the recent rioting and the attacks upo 
racial and religious groups “reveal both 
the discontent of the Nazi radicals will 
the moderate policy of the Hitler-Schach! 
system and the failure of that Governmet!

Emil G. Steger has resigned as 
director of the Community Fund, 
Community Council and United 
Charities, it was announced today. 

Steger, who is at a camp near 
Arcadia, Mich., resigned, it was ex- 
| plained, because of his health and 
on the advice of a physician. The 
resignation was accepted at special 
meetings of the executive boards 
of the Community Fund and Coun- 
cil. The board of United Charities, 
formerly the United Relief, will 
meet Aug. 5. 

Sidney Maestre, president of the 
Community Fund, and Dr. Llewel- 
'lyn Sale, head of the Council, joined 
'in the following statement. 

“The triple job which Mr. Steger 
has so ably held for the last three 
years is more trying than those on 
the outside appreciate. It affords 
practically no leisure, and Mr. Ste- 
_ger has had no vacation for three 
'years. Continuance of such pres- 
/sure would have impaired his 
| health, his physician told him, and 
'in deference to him and his phy- 
sician’s advice, the Fund and Coun- 
| cil accepted his resignation. 
' Neither organization has a right to 
|demand that a man impair his 
|health in the service. 
| “The resignation came as a shock, 
|and with much regret. Mr. Steger 
_ brought to social work in St. Louis 
‘an outstanding piece of service. 
| He served through trying times

CANADIAN RUST SITUATION 
IS REVIEWED IN SUMMARY 


—_—-- 


By the Associated Press. 


WINNIPEG. Man., July 27.—-The Win- 
nipeg ‘‘Free Press’’ said deterioration of 
the Western Canada wheat crop in. both 
yield and grade during the past three 
weeks was shown in its fourth general 
crop report. 

Of major importance, the report said, is 
the development of stem rust in Manitoba 
and Eastern Saskatchewan, while a pro- 
iongea spell of high temperatures and hot 
winds, with continued drouth in Western 
Saskatchewan and Southern Alberta com- 
bined to lower harvest prospects. 

A survey of the rust infected territory 
revealed an area of at least 4,500,000 
acres of common or bread wheats now s¢- 
riously infected with stem rust. 

In Manitoba all common wheat of 1,- 
500.000 acres is affected and 3,000,000 
acres in Eastern districts of Saskatchewan. 
This total is approximately 20 per cent of 
Western Canada seeded. Wheat crops this 
year were 10 days to two weeks later than 
normal, says the report, and the stem 
rust infection two weeks earlier than usual, 
Thus wheat was in a most vulrerable po- 
sition and very susceptible to damage. 

The report adds intensity of the rust 
outbreak in Manitoba has not been rivaled 
since 1916. So far the infection is light- 
er in Saskatchewan but there crops are 
10 days tc two weeks behind those in 
Manitoba and it 1s feared the blight will 
increase there when crops mature more. 

The statement is based on reports re- 
ceived trom 345 correspondents located 
over the three prairie provinces,

RECORD HIGH MARK 
rOR BANK RESERVES 


Federal Board Attributes In- 
crease to Rise in Gold 
Imports. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—An in- 
crease of $26v,000,000 in gold stocks 
in June brought member bank re- 
serve balances and excess reserves 
to the highest levels in the history 
of the Federai Reserve system. 
The Federai Reserve Board, 
its monthly bulletin, reported an 
increase of $150,000,000 in reserve 
balances, which totaled $5,006,000,000 
June 29, and said the rise “was en- 
tirely due to further large imports 


of gold”—mostly from France. Ex- 
cess reserves reached $2,400,000,000 
on the same date. 

“On Feb. 1, 1934,” the board ex- 
plained, “immediately after reval- 
uation of the dollar, excess reserves 
of member banks were about $800,- 
000,000 and were largely the conse- 
quence of purchases of United 
States Government securities by the 
reserve banks in 1932 and 1933. 

“Since that date the increase in 
the monetary gold stocks of the 
country from about $7,000,000,000 to 
$9,100,000,000 on June 19, 1935, has 
been the principal factor in the 
growth of $2,260,000,000 in member 
bank reserve balances. In the same 
period required reserves increased 
by $660,000,000, the remaining $1,- 
600,000,000 being added to excess 
reserves.” 

The bulletin showed that four- 
fifths of the June gold increase 
came from France when the United 
States stepped in with American 
dollars to save the franc late in 
May. 

Largely as a result of heavy gold 
imports, the board reported that 
deposits of member banks have con- 
tinued to increase at a rapid rate. 

The board said elimination of na- 
tional bank notes from circulation 
is being carried out by a method 
which will result in a minimum of 
disturbance to the money market. 

A marked increase in corporation 
financing in the second quarter was 
noted “particularly bond financing 
for the refunding of outstanding 
callable issues with high coupon 
This amounted to $331,- 


in 


000,000. 

“New” money raised amounted 
to $81,000,000, “larger than for any 
corresponding period since the third 
quarter of 1932.” 

High grade bond yields showed lit-

In fact, 
I have known a smart slap to do a 
lot of good in that it changed the 
direction of the child’s thoughts 
and saved him from danger. It was 
the gesture of a fear-stricken moth- 
er, an effort to save a helpless child 
from harming himself. 

Children, especially the younger 
ones who are underfoot all day, am 
noy their mothers almost beyond 
endurance, Nobody blames a tired, 
irritable mother for smacking 4 
persistent, teasing, disobedient 
child. It is an unfortunate occur 
rence, but there is an excuse for it 
and the child knows right well why 
he was slapped and accepts it with- 
out resentment. The danger in this 
situation is that the slapping may 
become a habit. If that happens 
the child becomes irritable, rude—a 
slapper in his turn. The less slap- 
ping, the better. Save it for an

ST. LOUIS POST- DISPATCH) 
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CHAPTER TWELVE. 
HERE was a burgiary in Ho- 
bart, Ok., 22 years ago, in which 
three men were accused. One 

of them was a town character 
named Nollie Wartman. A second 
was a person of the same type, Guy 
Huber, and the third was a tall, 
slope-shouldered fellow with a biz 
nose, thinning hair and ingratiat- 
ing grin, called Frank Nash, 

Respectable parents had _ given 
him something of a background 
and a fair education. He drank too 
much, thus leading to financial 
troubles, which he overcame by the 
expedient of stealing. At last Nollie 
Wartman implicated Huber and 
himself in thefts from three stores 
and a railway station. The trial, 
however, resulted in acquittal. 

“We ought to do something to 
Nollie,” Frank said, after it was 
over. Guy Huber agreed. They 
lured Wartman to the outskirts of 
town where, it was alleged, they 
shot him. Nash and Huber were 
tried for murder and _ convicted. 
Here Huber departs from this re- 
cital. 

On Sept. 13, 1913, Nash became, 
as the sob sisters love to say, only 
@ nameless number, sentenced to 
spend the remainder of his life be- 
hind the cold, gray walls of Mc- 
Alester penitentiary. Within five 
years, there was a tremendous in- 
terest in Frank Nash, brought 
about by a family doctor, a prison 
physician, and other interests. It 
seems this young man was threat- 
ened with death by tuberculosis. 
The Governor speedily commuted 
Nash’s life sentence to 10 years. 
Then Frank announced that he had 
applied for enlistment in the United 
States Army, to fight for his coun- 
try, whereupon he was almost im- 
mediately given a full pardon. It 
seems that he did go to France. 
What happened to the threat of 
death by tuberculosis cannot be 
determined. 

He soon came back to America 
and within little more than a year 
after his patriotic pardon, was 
identified as one of three men who 
had broken into the Corn State 
Bank at Corn, Ok., and blown open 
the safe. For this offense, he 
again was convicted and sentenced 
to become only a nameless number 
behind the now familiar, cold gray 
stone walls of McAlester Peniten- 
tiary. He remained a number for 
less than three years, during the 
latter part of which time he made 
application for freedom. 

Some time before this, a friend 
of the cell block and mess hall had 
escaped from McAlester. An ex-cat- 
tle rustler, he now operated from 
a hide-out in the Osage Hills, with 
a desperate gang and a consequent 
heavy toll upon the banks of Okla- 
homa. Already, the newspapers 
likened him to the more notorious 
of the old-time outlaws. His name 
was Al Spencer. 

Nash got more than he asked. 
The Governor announced that this 
prisoner “had been offered a fine 
position with a hay and grain firm,” 
and immediately commuted his 25- 
year sentence to five years, which, 
with time off for good behavior, 
meant immediate freedom. On Dec. 
30, 1922, Nash waved farewell to 
McAlester, proceeding at once to 
celebrate the birth of a new year 
with Al Spencer and his gang at 
their hide-out in the hills. It was 
not long before he had become 
Spencer’s chief aide. Ear] Thayer 
fand Grover Durrill were other im- 
portant members of the crew, which 
numbered seven men. Now, with 
Frank Nash as an adviser, the 
speed and efficiency of bank rob- 
bing shot suddenly upward, aug- 
menting Al Spencer’s record until 
it mounted to 42 looted banks with- 
in two years. Then temptation dis- 
turbed the harmony of the bandit 
crew. Spencer told his gang they 
must hold up a train. 

Wily Frank Nash argued against 
it. He was overruled. 

A train of the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas system, carrying money 
and mails, was flagged down near 
Okesa, not far from the Osage hide- 
out. Six-guns boomed, engineer 
and fireman stood with their hands 
upraised: a mail clerk was injured. 
Then, to the bellow of their guns 
and high-pitched cries, the gang 
rode away with its loot. 

This was the first Oklahoma 
train robbery in years. Law-en- 
forcement bodies everywhere cen- 
tered upon the hunt. Methods of 
pursuit had improved since the old 
days. One by one the gang was 
captured or § killed—except for 
Frank Nash. 

For months they sought him in 
every part of the United States. At 
last one day, near Sierra Blanca on 
the Mexican border, United States 
Marshal Alva McDonald swerved 
his horse at the sight of a lone 
rider fording his mount across the 
muddy Rio Grande in the wake of 
wading cattle Gun drawn, the 
Marshal waited until the man was 
nearly upon him. Then he shouted 
his command to surrender. Frank 
Nash swung from his saddle for 
the last time. This was the end 
of old-time outlawry; new methods 
were to be his, when next he rode: 
automobiles rather than _ horse 
flesh, automatics and machine guns 
to take thé place of the old-fash- 
ioned six-shooters; night clubs and 
resorts for hide-outs, instead of 
rough camps in the Osages or 
along the banks of the Rio Grande. 
He was sentenced to the United 
States Penitentiary at Leavenworth 
This also was for 25 years. 

The picture of any prison as a 
place of silent, sodden submis- 
sion is largely untrue. Circum- 


stances over which directors and 


wardens have no control have made 
them to a large degree huge fac- 
tories, efficent only to the extent 
that their inmates are efficient— 
which means an eternal undercur- 
rent of disloyalty, mental rebellion 
hidden by a superficial attitude of 
resignation, all of which leads to 
persistent and widespread intrigue. 

Therefore, in discussing penal in- 
stitutions, one should not discuss 
the men who run them, but the sys- 
tem by which civilization demands 
they be conducted. 

The average prison ids necessarily 
undermanned. There are too few 
guards. They are poorly paid and 
faced with constant temptation, as 
are the civilian employes. They 
know that they can get 15 per cent 
of all money they smuggle into the 
prison from outside contacts. Let- 
ters are worth a dollar apiece, eith- 
er going or coming by what is 
known as the underground route; 
urgent messages. especially when 
an escape is being planned, often 
bring five dollars.

HERE is always a tremendous 

market for cocaine, morphine, 

heroin and marihuana. A bot- 
tle of liquor brings five times its 
price on the bottle. A gun is worth 
a minimum of a hundred dollars. 

Convicts often man the telephone 
switchboards. They work in the 
warden’s office. Trusties do clerical] 
labor. They sometimes even act as 
sub-bosses in shops, being permit- 
ted to move about at will, convers- 
ing with whom they please. These 
occupations are all possible avenues 
of intrigue. 

Thus, when Frank Nash went to 
Leavenworth for the Okesa train 
robbery, it was to meet old friends 
and make new ones. There were 
members of the old Al Spencer 
gang, among them Earl Thayer and 
Grover Durrill. He saw them often. 
After a few years, during which 
time Nash’s personality had made 
him known throughout the entire 
convict body, two new men came 
into his group of close associates. 
He was deeply interested in what 
they had to say about crime meth- 
ods under the Capone regime in 
Chicago. 

These men also were train rob 
bers. One was named Francis L. 
Keating, alias Jimmy. The other 
was Thomas Holden. They had 
been convicted in 1928 and had 25 
years to serve. 

Jimmy Keating—he rarely used 
the name of Francis—was the talk- 
ative one of the pair. An ex-taxi 
driver, good-looking, full-muscled 
and with a constant supply of 
humor, even here in the peniten-

tiary, he formed a center to which 
the Oklahoma convicts gravitated 
whenever possible. Holden, only 
slightly older, was more solid and 
much more dour. He had been an 
automobile salesman and was well 
educated. He spoke only at inter- 
vals, his silence broken by a queer, 
restless gesture, as he ran his fin- 
gers through tousled brown hair. 


One day he told how they did 
things up Chicago way. 

In the first place, they didn’t 
hole up in any hide-out camp in 
the woods after a robbery. There 
were too many cther places to go— 
that hotel in St. Paul, for instance, 
with an ex-convict as the proprietor 
and ex-convicts as guests. Or a 
dozen resorts in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, some of which were owned 
by politicians, others by night club 
owners, still others by ex-convicts, 
supposedly catering to fishermen 
and hunters, but in reality gaining 
their livelihood from criminals who 
were willing to pay heavily for the 
privilege of enjoying themselves 
while evadiu.g the law.

I know a couple 
of bankers who'll use ’em as secur- 
ity for school funds.” 

“Sure,” added Jimmy, “and a few 
big business men who'll buy ’em up 
cheap and lay ’em away for a year 
or so in a safety-deposit box.” 

“What do you get for them?” 
Nash asked. 

“Fifty, sixty, seventy cents on the 
dollar—sometimes only twenty, ’ 
answered Keating. “But what the 
hell, it’s money isn’t it?” 

All this interested the Oklahoma 
crowd. Gray-clad men were shuf- 
fling now; the exercise period was 
over. Frank Nash walked thought- 
fully; it seemed he had missed a 
number of opportunities by being 
merely an Oklahoma bandit. 

After that his always good rec- 
ord became even better. He read 
more of the classics from the prison 
library; wardens like gentle, studi- 
ous prisoners. Bald now, some- 
what fattish, ever more genial, he 
soon was headed for what he 
sought-——the run of the prison.

(at right, above), wife of 
“Machine Gun” Kelly. 


HERBERT FARMER and his wife. 


Leavenworth who enjoyed extra 
privileges, a _ blue-eyed, brown- 
haired, good-looking fellow of 30 
named George Kelly Barnes, later 
known as Machine Gun Kelly—he 
gained the gunning ability as a re- 
sult of the World War. Kelly 
worked in the photography section 
of the record room, along with 
Charlie Harmon, a two-time convict 
from Texas. Several times Nash, 
Kelly and Harmon talked over the 
ease with which a trusty pass could 
be forged, if a convict had friends 
in the record room. The bandit 
later mentioned it to Keating and 
Holden. 


A few weeks later, George Kelly, 
big, amiable, pleasant-mannered, 
went into a deputy warden’s office 
on an errand. When he left, he 
carried concealed in his prison uni- 
form several blank trusty passes. 

In the record room, Charlie Har- 
mon forged the warden’s name. 
With the civilian head of the room 
away, Kelly took photographs of 
the two convicts and placed them 
on their cards. Then Keating and 
Holden were gone.

HORTLY afterwards, Frank 

Nash, who was now a trusty, 

received an underground letter. 
It told him that the fields were 
green outside and many things 
lying around to be picked off. An- 
other friend was leaving prison 
soon, his time served. The friend 
said he owned an automobile. 


“Come by for me some evening,” 
Nash requested and named the day. 

“Sure,” answered the friend; with 
eager step and servile mien, he hur- 
ried away to show the guards how 
prison had reformed him. 

Freedom came for the _ convict 
friend. One day—it was Oct. 19, 
1930—Frank Nash worked very 
hard; he was assigned to the home 
of a deputy warden. When evening 
came, he walked out of the deputy’s 
house and did not return. He was 


free, with many new ideas he had 
gained from prison associations 
and with a number of addresses 
in Chicago and St. Paul to which 
Keating and Holden had referred 
him. But first he decided to visit 
his old friend, Herb Farmer. 

Herb and Esther, his wife, had a 
nice little place out of Joplin——-cows 
and chickens and all that, his main 
livelihood coming from the pockets 
of “the boys” who, with tneir wom- 
en, periodically dropped in for a 
quiet stay. 

Nash earned good money during 
his visit with the Farmers. There 
was much hauling to be done to 
Kansas City, where the demands 
for liquor were heavy. Between 
trips, Nash took quite an interest 
in a young fellow who dropped in 
to visit. The new friend’s name 
was Fred Barker and he was, in 
a way, alone in the world. His older 
brother, Arthur Barker, known as 
Doc, was serving a. life sentence 
for murder, having already been in 
the prison nearly eight years. His 
other brother Lloyd was in Leaven- 
worth prison; Nash remembered 
having met him there. A _ good 
friend, Alvin Karpis, Kansas State 
penitentiary No. 1539, might drup 
in at any time, although he was 
very busy right now, trying to out- 
run the cops. Fred mentioned that 
Alvin’s sentence to Kansas State 
had been for safe blowing. 

During these pleasant days, the 
matter of Nash’s leaving, as wel! 
as that of Keating and Holden, had 
traveled into the hands of _ the 
United States Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. Special Agents had started 
their meticulous checking, working 
in Chicago on the case of the two 
gangsters and in Oklahoma on the 
trail of Frank Nash. It was to be 
a slow job; trails were well cov. 
ered. Certainly, Special Agents did 
not expect to find Frank Nash, the 
bandit, engaged in the prosaic task 
of hauling liquor to the Kansas 
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the East, with his woman, Vivian, 
giving no reason for his appearance 
and being asked no questions. He 
and Frank Nash became great 
friends. 

This man had lived an interesting 
life. He had left his home in 
Huron, 8S. D., as a young fellow, to 
become a showman. He had also 
been a wrestler and boxer, finally 
to enlist in the United States Army 
for service on the border, followed 
by an extensive training as a ma- 
chine gunnér in the World War. 

His presence was always wel- 
comed in a bank robbery—a ma- 
chine gun in his hands meant dis- 
aster to any avenging posse. Hig 
name was Verne C, M.ller. 

All this was highly interesting to 
Nash. Outlaw that he had been, 
sub-machine guns were strange to 
him.
